HALTS HOSPITAL 
BUILDING PLANS 


Need $700,000 to Start 
McKinlock Structure. 


Due to the lack of funds, plans to 
start building a new hospital on the 
McKinpiock campus of Northwestern 
university have been postponed. 

A campaign for $1,500,000 conducted | 
last year by the Passevant Memorial 
hospital, through its men’s board and 
women’s aid society, for a modern 


hospital plant at Superior street and 
Fairbanks court was only partially suc- | 
cessful and approximately $700,000 is 
still needed before construction of the 
building can begin. 

“Recent investigation by experts 
‘as démonstrated that Chicago is se- 
riously under hospitalized,” Russell 
Tyson, chairman of the board, said 
yesterday. “The city as a whole pos- 
sesses only five hospital beds to every 
1,000 persons, and the north side has 
only about three beds to each 1,000. 
This condition is a menace to the 
health and welfare of the community.” 

The district which the proposed hos- 
pital would serve, comprising the north 
side,'the loop, and the west side, has 
about 770,000 people, while the total 
hospital capacity is only 2,677 beds, 
Mr. Tyson pointed out. There should 
be at least three times that number, 
he said. 

In addition to this need, Northwest-

“ The equipment of the department of state, so 
far as experience with Mexico goes, may be 
summed up quite briefly. Twenty-one years ago the 
under secretary of state was in Mexico for one 
year. Eight years ago the economic adviser was in 
Mexico for one year as a technical employé of the 
Mexican government. For the rest, Mr. Coolidge 

“and Mr. Kellogg depend upon the advice of a series 
of officials not one of whom has first hand knowl 
edge of modern Mexico. 

“ How, then, about the staff of the embassy in 
Mexico City? The ambassador, Mr. Sheffield, was 
appointed Sept. 9, 1924. He had no previous ex- 
perience in Mexico, or in any other diplomatic post 
for that matter. The counselor, H. F. A. Schoen- 
feld, was appointed March 5, 1924. He had had no 
previous experience in Mexico, but he had held 
posts in Venezuela, Paraguay, Uruguay, Bolivia, 
-Brazil. The first secretary, Arthur Bliss Lane, was 
appointed July 2, 1925. He had had no previous 
Mexican experience, or even Latin-American ex- 
perience. The second secretary is H, Dorsey New- 
son, appointed Jan. 24, 1924. No previous experi- 
ence. The third secretary is Stuart ™. Grummon, 
appointed Feb. 5, 1924. No previoas experience. 
The commercial attaché is George Wythe. The 
register does not show any previous experience in 
Mexico.

He was born in the near 
east of American parents, knows the chief lan- 
guage of the region and French, the other impor- 
tant official language besides English, and asked for 
service in the Levant. So he was sent to Japan, 
spent more time learning Japanese, and is now at 
the post referred to. A young man we know is 
now studying for the service, with already a know!- 
edge of far eastern tongues and conditions. When 
the hope is expressed that he will be sent to the 
far east, some veterans’ comment is significant. 
They laugh and predict that he will be seit to 
South Africa or South America. 

There are other weaknésses in our diplomatic 
and consular organization and management. There 
are too many snobs in the diplomatic service, men 
of private means who revel in the social prestige 
of diplomatic office and quickly become expatriates 
with an inferiority compiex, so far as national feel- 
ing is concerned, and a passion for conciliating the 
aristocratic societies in which they hope to be 
accepted. The consular service is relatively free 
trom this nuisance, and it has# also a solid founda- 
tion of knowledge of the practical interests with 
which our foreign relations are in the main con-

SENATOR KING AND THE 
SOVEREIGNTY OF HAITI. 


Senator William H. King of Utah intended to 
make a visit to Haiti. The American state depart- 
ment is informed by the Haitian ministef, Hanni- 
bal Price, that the Haitian foreign department re- 
gards, Senator King as undesirable and therefore 
he will not be permitted to land. .The senator has 
been critical of American administration in the 
republic and President Borno believes it would be 
dangerous to have him in the country. Also the 
senator has said wacomplimentary things of the 
president. 
_ Senator King, being critical, has demanded that 
the American marines be withdrawn from Haiti. 
President Borno knows that the day after the ma- 
rines went out his head would be on a stake. His 
regard for Senator King has this personal quality 
which does not always get into international rela- 
tions. 
The marines were sent into Haiti to stop govern- 
ment by assassination. Assassination is probably 
too pale a word. It was by butchery. The slaying 
of political prisoners had made Haitian politics 
even more sanguinary than usual for Caribbean 
Mr. Borno even now when he takes the air feels 
@ greater repose if there is a mariné not more 
than six feet from him. In a most particular sense 
Benator King would be persona non grata to him. 
Even Mr. King may find a minor gratification in 
the incident. He has been critical of American 
administration because it was extinguishing Hai 
tian sovereignty, liberties, and rights. Raster 
sovereignty has been retained for the president of 
Haiti to tell a United States senator to keep out 
of the country. The American state department 
says that if that is President Borno’s state of mind 
there does not seem to be anything to do about it 
but to permit him te have his way. Possibly the 
state department is not taking the matter to heart 
as it should. .

JUSTICE HOLMES 86. | 
(The Rocky Mountain News (Denver, Colo.).] 


Today the country has reason to be pleased by the 
kindly manner in which time has dealt with one 
member of its United States Supreme court, Oliver 
Wendell Holmes, Mr. Justice Holmes became 86 years 
young Tuesday. 

It is not an empty compliment to the word young as 
used. The mind which still sees clearly, remembers 
accurately, reasons acutely, and retains sympathy for 
fellow men and women is still young. Such is the 
mind of Mr. Justice Holmes. If you doubt, read on a 
Monday the decisions handed down. Perhaps—quite 
likely in fact—there will be a dissenting optnion by 
Justice Holmes, in which Brandeis joins Or a dis- 
sent by Brandeis in which Holmes joins.’ And that is 
the real thinking of the court; and the real speaking. 
In a decade or so, it will be like other dissents, the 
majority opinion of the court. | 
Holmes has shown more youth and courage of mind 
than most of his colleagues who boast fewer years. 


He likes to bé called Colonel Holmes. As who would |

to £1,875,000 [about $9,375,000]. 
Sig. Marconi spoke hopefully of the 
prospects for the company because of 
the new beam system and other inven- 
tions he said he had up his sleeve, 
which drew cheers from his admirers. 
However, dissatisfied shareholders who 
blame him for bad investments and 
financial losses, started a counter-at- 
tack which unnerved the inventor and 


precipitated the disorderly scenes. 


“ Sit Down!” Marconi Shouts. 


: When Cc. L. Nordon, chairman of the 


subcommittee which is opposed to the 


Marconi group, and which’ has sub- 
mitted counter-regolutions about the 
capital reduction, got up to speak, Sig.

For transportation, life blood of 
industry, the American people must 
leok both to railroad and oil com- 

Neither has to any extent adopted 
modern systems of managerial com- 


pensation. 

Regulated as they are, the rail- 
roads cannot. Running largely on the 
momentum and traditions of empire 
building days, reinforced by a tribal 
spirit and unique discipline, railroads 
manage to raise able executives and 
they are well managed, of course. 
But in comparison to other industries 
thes 2.8 per cent of all railway 
salaries and wages going to executives 
and staff assistants is not a preten- 
tious sum. 


Railways passed almost abruptly from 
a stage of rapid fire promotion, where 


‘ithe first rate operating man could profit, 


as is being done in certain utility lines 
today, into a strait jacket of bureau- 
cratic regulation. It is, of course, still 
true that a capable’ railroad official, 
with some financial margin out of his 
salary or other resources, is enabled 
to invest money in profitgble ways— 
but h@ must have money, his informa- 
tion and forecasts must be acourate and 
there are fewer and fewer opportuni- 
ties of any killings. : 
No more fortunes are made by build- 
ing roads, few by merging and reor- 
ganizing them, and less legitimate ways 
of making money in the “suburbs” of 
the business are mostly historical. 


In oil, there are two conditions. The 
early executives of Standard were prac- 
tically partners, but thaf crop of mil- 
lionaires is aged or aging. — 

Some of the big Standard units fn 
addition to encouraging stock owner- 
ship are experimenting with. manage- 
ment compensation systems in subsidi- 
aries with the idea of evolving some 
general method.

D. WILLISTON 
BURIED; PIONEER 
NEWSPAPER MAN 


George Deming Williston, 92 years 
old, who died Sunday-at the home of 
his daughter, Mrs. W. Watkins of 
Evanston, was buried yesterday, from 
the Watkins’ residence at 201 Demp- 


‘ster street. He was an intimate 


friend of the late .Joseph Medill, 
founder of the present TRIBUNE or- 
ganization. 

Mr. Williston was born at Shardon, 
O., and in his youth was Joseph 
Medill’s room-mate at Cleveland. He 
came to Chicago at the age of 18. 
That winter he taught at Milwaukee. 
» Then he returned to Chicago to work 
for Tue TRIBUNE in 1854,. then in 
existence, with Thomas A. Stewart as 
the principal proprietor, and wrote 
Medill at Cleveland to induce him to 
come to Chicago. : 

In 1866 Mr. Williston left Tae Trrs- 
UNE, In which Medill had bought a 
partnership, to start a newspgper of 
his own. At the time of the Chicago 
fire he was living in Lake View near 
the site of the old Bismark Gardens, 
at Broadway, Grace and Halsted 
streets. His large grounds were 


“~\ heaped high with furniture saved 


from homes, and on the morning fol- 
lowing the fire he served breakfast to 
180 persons. . 

For 80 years before his retirement 
in 1912 he was engaged in the stone- 
ware business at Red Wing, Minn. 
Since that time he had lived in Evans- 
ton. 

After the services yesterday the body 
was Wlaced temporarily in.a vault at 
Rosehill cemetery. Burial will be at

Dipping house plants has been found an 
effective way of getting rid of the com- 
mon pests that attack them. Dr. Grace 
Griswold, a Cornell research entomolo- 
gist, calis the red spider, aphids, or plant 
lice, seale insects, white flies, sciara 
maggots, and thrips the six most in- 
jurious pests of house plants. But Dr. 
Grisweld has found insecticides that con- 
trol all of them. 

Red spiders top the list, but they are 
easily controlled. It.is a spinning mite 
rather than &@ true spider and the female 
lays eggs that cannot be killed by any 
known insecticide. But derrisol, an in- 
secticide, used at the rate of one -tea- 


- ® spoonful to one quart of water, will kill 
the molting, immature adylt red spider) 


if the plant attacks is immersed in a 
dishpan of the solution once daily for 
three days~<in succession, according to 
this expert. 

Dr. Griswold says that aphids, or the 
common plant lice, may produce thirty 
generations a year. They appear as 
numerous whitish, cast skins on the 
foliage. Dipping the plants into a dish- 
pan of water (1 quart); black leaf, 40 
{% teaspoonful], and soap [% ounce] 


kills all the aphids. The plants must ‘ 


be washed off the next day. <A 2 per 
cent free nicotine dusting, however, js 
the easiest method for control, Dr. Gris- 
wold says. 

One tablet of corrosive sublimate to 
each pint of water is an excellent remedy 
for sciara maggots. Volck oil spray 
kills the scale insects, adds the Cornell 
entomologist.

was called Mulligan ‘“on the round- 
up” and in the lumber camps. In 
her first letter she said: “‘ Pork, beef 
or mutton is used, either fresh or 
leftover—many times the pieces that 
dre too small to cut for frying. Inese 
pieces are cut inio small bits and 
put either into an iron pot or large 
kettle, where they are cooked for 
about half an hour. Then are added 
small pieces of cabbage, onious, car- 
rots, potatoes and turnips, aiso to- 
matoes, if preferred. These are cooked | 
until done, then set on the back of 
the stove to simmer for about two 
hours. 

“The -boys on the roundup usually 
chuck in leftover corn or peas, but I 
prefer the Mulligan without. No fixed 
amounts of the ingredients are used. 
In the lumber camp the iron pot is 
filled full. It tastes even better the 
next day.”’

' Some days it is difficult to retain 
your optimistle viewpoint on the 
younger generation. You want to be- 


affected but a small minority. You 
want to believe that the fires of mis- 
understanding, criticism, blame 
through which they are passing, will 
have such a purifying effect thag the 
world will soon see a race superior to 
any that has gone before.

In my opinion, a sound thrash- 
ing is the only thing that would help, 
but my wife strongly protests again 
corporal punishment, although she can 
suggest nothing better.” 

The three other letters are similiar 
in tone. And these are but! one day's 
receipts. There is no gainsaying the 
fact that parents today are confront- 
ed with problems of conduct. their 


j parents escaped. Even though they 


have done all in their power to frame 
character, there is uneasiness about 
the current jazz philosophy of youth 
and a fear that infection may spread 
to the best brought up among them. 

The one great oversight in current 
parental reasoning is the need of sup- 
plying amusement to girls and boys in 
their teens. Or, rather, the substitut- 
ing of home amusement for the excit- 
ing chase down dark roads to which 
our. modern life contributes so largely. 
Our modern parents may not be able 
to revive the spacious home quarters 
that one time made home parties more 
alluring than the public amusement 
place, but as they have fitted their own 
requirements into more condensed 
space they will have to work out some 
similar scheme of adapting homes into 
amusement centers for their young. It 
is the only way I can see that the 
normal pleasure loving tastes of their 
children can be catered to vane 
somely.
